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PRODUCE ADEQUATE IN BELGRADE MARKETS 

VEGETABLE SUPPLY IMPROVES -- Politika, He 13275; 27 Jun b9 

Despite many complications, this year’s supply of fruits and vegetables 
in Belgrade has been adequate. Vegetables in particular nave been available 
in. sufficient quantity in all Belgrade markets . An average of ?5 - 35 car- 
loads of vegetables arrive every day, or 500 - 750 gramc daily per resident, 
although heavy rains often oaks shipments impossible. 

Two thirds of the total supply of vegetables ?n Belgrade goes to the 
socialistic eeotor, 30 - 35 percent of which consists of municipal enter- 
prises, 25 - 30 percent of district enterprises, and 30 - 35 percent of . 
cooperatives. Ifcncevaoki Bit supplies 15 - 25 percent of the vegetables 
supplied to the socialistic sector. 

The vegetable supply in general is greatly improved since last rear. 
Prices are definitely lower. During the first 10 days of June 19+6 and 
19^9 respectively, potatoes cost 23 and 1^ dinars per kHogreva, 01 ions 12 

1*. dinars , and cabbage 20 and 15 dinars . 

All pvcdu.ce from Paneevacki Bit sells for much leas than other produce, 
senetiaeft 6 or 7 di mrc because this area belongs to the socialistic 

sector. 7egtabl«6 for the Belgrade saiket also came frar 10 srez of the 
Vcjvodina and Serbia proper. 

However, the fruit supply this year suffered considerably from blight. 
Plums were most affected, nevertheless, 7-15 carloads of fruit arrived in 
Belgrade daily. Besides Smederevo and Belgrade srez, the capital’s normal 
source of supply, 23 arez have been added to the net supplying Belgrade with 
fruit. Deliveries from these srez should begin soon.

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Produce bought from state markets is often inferior to that bought directly 
from the growers.. Scaaetijftos perishable fruits and vegetables are loft too _ong 
in storage warehouses, and produce arriving in carload lots may be difficult to 
sell promptly to consumers ,
